Hospital tops league 
for medical research 


SOUTHEND Hospital has been rated as 
top of the league for medical research. 

The status is based on a high number of 
clinical trials taken up by patients. 

A hospital spokesman confirmed that 
serious illnesses, and in particular, new 
cancer treatments, were a common theme 
among the trials. He confirmed patients 
were enjoying ‘some success’ from new 
treatments. 

He explained: “Where treatment had not 
extended longevity, there is also the knowl¬ 
edge that being involved in research is an 
ongoing benefit to other patients. 

“We are encouraging more patients to 
come forward to take part.” 

The news offers most hope to patients 
receiving a bleak diagnosis. 

Hospital chief executive, Jacqueline 
Totterdell, is one of the driving forces 
behind the trials programme. 

She is chairman of the Essex and Herts 
comprehensive local research network 
(CLRN). 

Ms Totterdell said: “This is a tremendous 
achievement and reflects the hard work and 
passion for research which is prevalent 
throughout the hospital. I firmly believe 
that research is an intrinsic component of 
good patient care. The work done by 
researchers now will bring enormous bene¬ 
fits to patients in the future. 

“After all, the drugs, treatments and med¬ 
ical devices which are used routinely in 
clinical settings today are only available 
because someone in the past dedicated 
themselves to some rigorous and invalu¬ 
able research.” 

The hospital has just been named the best 
medium-sized acute trust in the East of 
England. It was ranked ninth nationally for 
recruiting patients onto clinical trials. 

Ms Totterdell said the future of healthcare 
depended on health service professionals 
to keep up the vital tradition of research. 

She added: “Southend University 
Hospital is rapidly becoming more and 
more recognised as a research-oriented 
organisation and I am delighted that this 
has been reflected in these latest rankings.” 



SOUTH Essex College has launched 
the first criminology and forensic 
investigation degree in the county. 

The course will start this October, at 
the Southend Campus, with a team of 
staff including former police person¬ 
nel, forensic scientists and a head of a 
digital forensics at a city firm. 

Heading up the team is barrister 
Judy Kanani. 

She explained she was hoping to 
infuse students with the same passion 
she has about justice, the legal system 
and criminality. 

She said: “Eve always had this sense 
of social justice, even when I was at 
school so you could say I was bitten by 
the criminology bug early. 

“Even though it is initially a subject 
that is outside many people’s comfort 
zone, I really want those studying it to 
catch that bug and want that passion to 
come across in my lectures.” 

Judy is also an accredited death 
row case worker with Amicus, a small 
legal charity which helps provide rep¬ 
resentation for those facing the death 
penalty. 

The degree, which is delivered by 
South Essex College and validated by 
the University of Essex, is fairly 
unique in that it follows crime from 
who commits it and why, how they are 
caught and what happens to them 
when they are found guilty.

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Friends of pregnant mum close 
to death to raise baby unit funds

FRIENDS of a woman whose preg¬ 
nancy nearly killed her are raising 
funds for Southend Hospital’s 
Specia Care Baby Unit. 

For as quickly as her babies grew 
inside her womb, so too did agonis¬ 
ing kidney stones for mum-to-be 
Charlotte Spinks, which threatened 
her life and that of her unborn chil¬ 
dren. 

The condition, known as renal 
stone disease, means that both boys, 
Gabriel, now two, and Zachary, 
born in June, were delivered two 
months early, with Charlotte, from 
Shoebury, nearly dying with the 
birth of her first son. 

Both little boys spent time in 
Southend Hospital’s Special Care 
Baby Unit but are now fit, thanks to 
the expert care they received. 

Friends of Charlotte and partner 
Ricky Cannon, an investment 
banker, are holding several charity 
events to raise funds for the unit. 

The 32-year-old’s nightmare start¬ 
ed in 2005 when she contracted a 
water infection, which left her in 
agony. Hospital tests revealed she 
had a giant kidney stone, so large it 
had to be surgically removed. Four 
months later, and still in pain, doc¬ 
tors discovered another one was 
growing, which required a second 
operation. 

Doctors have told the former civil 
servant that they believe the infec¬ 
tion set off the process whereby her 
body creates the stones at abnormal 
rate - in a matter of months, rather 
than years. 

The stones kept growing and 
Charlotte underwent more than 
15 ureteroscopy treatments and 


lithotripsies over the next few 
years. 

Despite her condition she and 
Ricky were eager for a baby and in 
November 2009 she fell pregnant. 

Seven months into the pregnancy, 
Charlotte collapsed at Rayleigh 
Police Station where she worked as 
part of the Crown Prosecution 
Team, and was rushed to hospital. 

Further tests revealed a stone that 
had grown so large it was pressing 
into the kidney, causing massive 
infection., with the only option a 
special nephrostomy bag placed 
into the kidney to drain the infec¬ 
tion. 

But the infection had gone into 
her bloodstream, causing highly 
dangerous septicaemia. 

“They’d given me morphine 
because it was agony. But the pain 


was so bad, my head felt like it was 
going to explode,” she explains. 

Doctors, concerned about the 
stress being placed on the unborn 
child eventually wheeled a still 
unconscious Charlotte down to the¬ 
atre, where she was prepared for an 
emergency Caesarean. 

There, with a nephrostomy still 
attached, draining out infection, 
Gabriel was delivered and whisked 
to the Special Care Baby Unit’s 
high dependency unit. 

“I didn’t see him for the first two 
days, and when they woke me up I 
had no idea of what had happened,” 
Charlotte recalls. 

Despite all she had been through, 
she was determined to give Gabriel 
a brother or sister. She underwent 
her fifth operation, this time a more 
serious procedure called a 


Percutaneous nephrolithotomy in 
October 2011 to give her a ‘win¬ 
dow’ to remain as stone-free for as 
long as possible. It worked well ini¬ 
tially and Charlotte fell pregnant the 
following month. 

However, a scan in January of this 
year revealed the stones were back; 
and they were in both kidneys. 

At 35 weeks, Zachary was deliv¬ 
ered via planned Caesarean. Given 
a spinal block drug, an exhausted 
Charlotte wanted to remain fully 
conscious throughout the birth. 

Although she and Zachary were 
both out of hospital days later, 
Charlotte will have to undergo more 
surgery to remove stones next 
month and is still in pain. 

But thanks to the care of staff at 
theunit, both her boys are thriving. 

Now a friend of a friend, Jason 
Smith, area manager of clubs 
Mayhem and Churchill’s, is taking 
part in a charity ride 625 miles from 
London to Geneva via Paris, which 
started last Wednesday. 

Joining Jason for the first leg of 
the route, from London to Paris, 
will be club managers Gary Stokes, 
42, and Martyn Warne, 37, both 
from Southend. Known as Team 
SOS, the quartet hope to raise about 
£5,000 for the unit. To donate:

Other events include the 
Hairclubin ‘Moulin Rouge’ Ball at 
the new Holiday Inn Hotel, 
Southend, on Saturday, October 20. 

The ball, organised by Brenda

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Group applies for library site 
to be made a listed building

A CAMPAIGN group has applied 
for Southend Central Library to 
become a listed building before 
the new library opens next year. 

The Saxon King in Priory Park 
(SKIPP) group has already sent of 
the application to English 
Heritage but is still waiting for a 
reply. 

Mark Sharp, SKIPP member, 
said the building would be seen as 
surplus to requirement once the 
£27 million Forum development 
opens closer to the town centre. 

He said: “We think it is a waste 
for the building to sit empty as it is 
the best example of brutalist archi¬ 
tecture in the town. 

“The building would be a perfect 
public space to re-house the 
Beecroft Gallery art works and 
costumes.” 

SKIPP has created a business 
plan to keep the library open with 
exhibition space, film screenings, 
art workshops, community centre 
and space for fledgling businesses. 

The group also want to save 
ceramic tiles created by artist Fritz 
Stellar. 

Mr Sharp added: “The council 
will say they can’t afford to keep it 
open but we have come up with a 
plan to finance the upkeep of it.” 

Southend Council’s chief execu¬ 
tive, Rob Tinlin, confirmed SKIPP 
had informed the authority of its 
request to have the library listed. 

He said: “We will await the deci¬ 
sion of the Secretary of State 


although we are conscious of the 
fact that a similar request was 
declined in September 2011. 

“The Council is currently con¬ 


sidering future uses for the proper¬ 
ty once the new joint library is 
ready in 2013.” 

SKIPP has also set up a petition 


for people to sign in support of 
keeping the library open.

BRIDGE strengthen¬ 
ing works are taking 
place in Rochford for 
the next four weeks, 
meaning part closure 
of Sutton Road.

Road, and vice versa. 

The diversion route 
signage will make 
reference to 

motorists’ likely des¬ 
tinations to make it 
clear which way 
round the diversion 
route they should go. 
This information 
will also be shown at 
major junctions and 
access points onto 
the diversion. 

Authorites hope 
this will reduce the 
number of motorists 
getting to the bridge 
before realising they 
must go round the 
whole diversion 
route to get to their 
destination. 

Arrangements are 
in place for the local 
bus route and letters 
have been sent to 
parents of children 
who travel on school 
buses that use Sutton 
Road.

December how the 
works were due to 
begin in January 
2011, but were 
delayed due to bud¬ 
get constraints. 

The matter had 
become something 
of a dispute between 
local councillors in 
Rochford and those 
at Essex County 
Council and included 
an e-mail sent from 
councillor Keith 
Gordon telling for¬ 
mer County Hall 
highways chief 
Tracey Chapman: 
“We are all facing 
cuts, but I wonder 
what is the value of a 
human life?”.

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n Bike thief jailed

A BASILDON man who carried out a spree of 
bike thefts at Leigh and Benfleet rail stations has 
been jailed for six months. 

John Chaplin, 58, of Ryedene Close, was sen¬ 
tenced at Southend Magistrates’ Court on 
Thursday, August 23, after pleading guilty to 
four counts of theft of a cycle. 

He was given six weeks’ imprisonment for 
each theft, with the sentences set to run consec¬ 
utively. He was also told to serve a further two 
weeks behind bars for failing to comply with 
conditions from a previous prison sentence for 
cycle theft given to him in October last year. 

The court heard how on four occasions in 
March, May and June this year, Chaplin took 
cycles, with a combined worth of £1,550, from 


Benfleet and Leigh rail stations. 

Heading straight for the bike sheds, he would 
use bolt croppers, concealed in his rucksack, to 
cut the chains holding the bikes to the cycle 
racks before removing them and leaving the sta¬ 
tion. Police investigating each offence realised it 
was the same man and he was recognised by offi¬ 
cers from Southend. 

Detective Sergeant Santi Sende said: “Chaplin 
was no stranger to taking bikes from stations. 
Using practised techniques, it would take him 
just two minute for him to approach the racks, 
remove the bike and ride off. 

“However, he was also no stranger to our offi¬ 
cers, who had many dealings with him last year. 
Thanks to clear CCTV stills obtained through 


our investigations, we were able to quickly 
recognise Chaplin and arrest him. 

“Cycle thefts cause enormous inconvenience 
and real upset to the victims who are not only hit 
financially by the thefts, but were forced to make 
alternative arrangements for travelling to and 
from their homes until replacement cycles could 
be purchased.” 

To help crackdown on cycle thefts, officers 
carry out a number of cycle surgeries at rail sta¬ 
tions across the country offering cyclists to have 
their bikes correctly marked and tagged. Follow 
BTP on Twitter @btp_uk for upcoming events in 
your area.

This Government has a won¬ 
derful talent in finding ways to 
grind more and more money 
out of the wallet of the ordinary 
Joe, trying to go about his daily 
life. The increase, of course, 
will actually have more impact 
than it first seems. Yes, 50p can 
go missing quite easily, so some 
will say it’s an easy pill to swal¬ 
low. But it’s not 50p, is it? It’s 
£1, because most people cross¬ 
ing the bridge, will have to 
come back through the tunnel - 
or vice versa - at some point 
and pay again. 

If you do that trip regularly, 
the cost will soon add up. 

Of course, none of this will 
affect any MP. He or she does 
not have to cross at that point to 
get to their place of work and, 
even if they did. I’m sure they’d 
be able to claim that back on 
expenses, along with their con¬ 
gestion charge and other other 
stealth tax that applies solely to 
the working man or woman.

A RRIVING at Rayleigh’s Megacentre for 
a game of lasertag I was told that if I 
fancied joining the kids it was as good 
as a Zumba workout. 

It was definitely the right description 
because within 10 minutes I was sweating 
buckets as I raced around with the boys. 

We were at the popular centre, on the 
Brook Road industrial estate, to see for our¬ 
selves the transformation of its MegaZone 
following a major refubishment. 

The centre now takes you on a journey 
back to Victorian London, with many gloomy 
streets and even sewers, which plunge the 
centre into a rather creepy darkness in 
which to take on your opponents. 

It is a fantastic setting for a game of 
lasertag and the boys and I joined a few 
other younger children to take on the other 
side - a team of teenagers who looked like 
they meant business. 

Rushing into the game zone we raced 
upstairs to try to find and shoot the bases to 
get as many points as we could. 

As well as a complete refurbishment the 
MegaZone now has a new state of the art 
46-player Nexus Generation system - the 
most sophisticated lasertag equipment avail¬ 
able to date. 

The new lasertag equipment has given the 
centre the capacity to run three laser games 
an hour and increase the number of parties 
it can host in a day. 

The system has also given the game a 
boost as the equipment is the lightest on 
the market, so it’s much more comfortable, 
and the guns can light up in a range of dif¬ 
ferent colours and provide a variety of differ¬ 
ent game formats. 

Players wear specially designed packs that 
record individual scores based on how many 
times they shoot other players and how 
many times they get shot themselves. While 
players can take part in the game as individ¬ 
uals, taking on anyone else in the laser 



zone, we were playing as a team so worked 
together to try to locate our opposition and 
shoot them as many times as possible. 

Although they seemed to have the edge 
on us for a while as we dashed around the 
two storey, 6,000 square foot arena, we 
soon found their hiding places and began 
raking up the points. But, despite shooting 
out one of their bases, it wasn’t quite 


enough and we finished the game a number 
of points behind them. 

With my workout complete I left the boys 
to it as they joined another game, taking on 
three younger children. Warning them to 
play nicely and remember the age different, I 
think they must have got carried away as I 
watched on the scoreboard outside, which 
gives you a run down on what is going on 
inside the centre. As their scores continued 
to rise they were obviously going to come 
out as the champions this time. 

The lasertag centre is a great place to go 
and a fantastic way to get the kids active - 
away from the TV and games consoles. It 
also offers a fun way to spend some quality 
time as a family as you can join in the fun 
with them. 

What is also nice is that despite the major 
refurbishment to the centre the price of a 
game of lasertag at the centre hasn’t 
increased. That’s because the facility is 
owned and run by the registered charity 
ACT (Active Christian Trust), a non-profit 
organisation that uses the funds to develop 
the centre as a community resource. 

As well as the MegaPlay facility the centre 
has even more for youngster so there is 
plenty to keep the kids busy for hours. Its 
MegaPlay centre has a large play area 
across three levels. The structure, suitable 
for children up to the age of 11, includes a 
Drop Slide, Astra Slide, Ball Cannons, a 
Traverse Climbing Wall, Rope Bridges, 
Gliders and Targets, while there is a sepa¬ 
rate area for children under the age of three. 
What’s more, it also has a cafe area with 
plenty of seating where you can relax after a 
tiring game of lasertag, or sit back and 
watch the kids clamber around the play 
centre. 

The MegaCentre can also host birthday 
parties in both its play centre and lasertag 
arena, so let someone else take the strain 
out of the big day.

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Setting the scenic

I N THE Grand Scenic 1.2 
TCe, Renault has a highly 
practical MPV with a great 
little petrol engine. The car is 
tough to fault from a comfort 
and versatility perspective 
and the unit helps by deliver¬ 
ing first class refinement. It’s 
quite expensive to secure the 
services of this modern tur¬ 
bocharged petrol powerplant 
and the Scenic isn’t the most 
exciting thing to look at or 
drive but that doesn’t stop it 
being one of the very top 
compact 7-seater MPVs. 

With 163Nm of torque on 
offer, this petrol-powered 
Grand Scenic has quite 
enough pulling power to sur¬ 
prise you on the open road. 
It’s a very smooth and refined 


engine that will cope easily 
with a lightly loaded Grand 
Scenic and adequately with a 
fully-loaded one. If you plan 
on travelling with a packed 
car most of the time, one of 
the larger diesels might be a 
better bet. Otherwise, the 
TCe is a great choice. 

Performance over the 0- 
60mph sprint is measured at 
12.6s and there’s a 112mph 
top speed. The engine is 
mated to a six-speed manual 
gearbox that shifts up and 
down the cogs in an accept¬ 
ably positive manner. The 
Scenic’s real strength lies in 
its ride comfort but it can 
hustle through corners with¬ 
out any problem thanks to 
tight body control and is only 
let down by a lightness in the 
steering which makes it bet¬ 


ter suited to driving in town 
than on rally stages - sensible 
really. 

This revised second gener¬ 
ation Grand Scenic has a 
smarter look these days, 
courtesy of a more contem¬ 
porary front end with gloss 
black and chrome detailing 
and the almost obligatory 
LED daytime running lights. 

It’s what’s inside that matters 
though. There’s certainly no 
shortage of space. The front 
seats are comfortable with 
plenty of room and a good 
view out courtesy of the large 
windscreen. In the second 
row, three adults can be 
accommodated without any 
difficulty and leg room is as 
generous as that of anything 
in the compact MPV class. 
Slide these second row seats 
forward a touch and it’s also 
possible to seat a couple of 
six-foot adults in the rear. 
Their knees will be bunched 
up a little as the chairs are set 
close to the floor but it’s far 
from uncomfortable. 

The third row seats fold into 
the flat boot floor in a one- 
touch motion, increasing boot 
space from 208 to as much 
as 702 litres in the seven seat 
model. The middle row of 
seats can fold and tumble 
forwards, enabling reasonably 
dignified access to the third 


row, or be removed com¬ 
pletely to create a massive 
2,063-litre space. Seat back 
trays, a deep glovebox and 
segmented door pockets add 
to the Grand Scenic’s strong 
practicality score. 

Expect to pay around 
£21,000 for a 1.2-litre TCe 
Grand Scenic - that’s around 
£1,000 more than the 110PS 
1.6-litre petrol model that this 
variant is designed to replace. 
The problem for most poten¬ 
tial buyers will be how close 
this kind of pricing is to the 
110PS 1.5-litre dCi diesel 
variant that most will probably 
end up getting tempted by. 

There’s only one Dynamique 
Tom Tom trim level but it 
comes complete with an 
impressive rosta of kit. Pride 
of place on which goes to a 
Carminat TomTom satellite 
navigation system with live 
traffic updates. Also included 
are bi-xenon headlights, auto¬ 
matic wipers, 16-inch alloy 
wheels, cruise control with a 
speed limiter, front and rear 
reversing sensors and air 
conditioning. It doesn’t stop 
there. You also get a 
Bluetooth compatible stereo 


with auxiliary and USB inputs, 
wheel-mounted stereo con¬ 
trols, plus 12v power outlets 
in the boot and in the second 
row of seats. And the seats 
are finished in a rather smart 
synthetic leather and fabric 
mix which looks good and 
ought to prove hard-wearing. 

Safety-wise, there’s ESC 
stability control and ABS with 
brake assist and brake force 
distribution to help you avoid 
an accident but if you just 
can’t, there are all the usual 
airbags, including front and 
rear curtain ones. There’s also 
Hill Start Assist, Understeer 
Control to help corner turn-in 
and ISOFIX child seat fixings 
in all three second row seats. 
It all accounts for a five star 
EuroNCAP safety rating. 

The 1.2-litre TCe petrol 
engine manages a fuel return 
of close to 50mpg and a 
140g/km emissions showing. 
Compare that to the 
68.9mpg and 105g/km 
showing you’ll get from a 1.5- 
litre dCi diesel model with 
stop/start and make your 
own decision. 

The issue of residual values 
is a trickier one for Renault. 


Expect an entry level diesel to 
retain around 34 per cent of 
its new value after three years 
and 30,000 miles. The 
1.2TCe petrol engine has 
been well received by the 
trade as well, suffering only a 
one per cent drop from the 
diesel’s figure. 

The generous 18,000 mile 
servicing intervals make run¬ 
ning costs cheaper and 
Renault’s warranty is better 
than many of its rivals at four 
years/100,000 miles. You’ve 
got to admire the Renault 
Grand Scenic’s focused 
approach to the MPV prob¬ 
lem. Too many of its rivals get 
side tracked by trying to be 
too sporty in look or feel. That 
approach will be desirable for 
some buyers but when push 
comes to shove, few of those 
cars can match the raw prac¬ 
ticality of this Renault. 

The 1.2-litre TCe engine is 
an excellent addition to the 
Scenic range, with refinement 
and a useful, if not spectacu¬ 
lar, turn of pace. It isn’t cheap 
and the economy can’t 
match that of the diesels but 
those who choose it are 
unlikely to feel disappointed.
